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INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES — DECEMBER QUARTER 1965 AND YEAR 196 


This bulletin contains statistics of industrial disputes, involving a 


stoppage of work of ten man—days or more, for the quarter and the year ended 31st 


December, 1965.
